Seoret Treaty Interferes

The situntion is complivated, how-
evier, by the secret treaty between
Great Brituin and Jupun, made in
1017, giving to the British Empire
all the German islands in the Pacifie
sotth of the equator, leaving all those
north of the equator to Japun., This
would give to Britain the Samonn.
New Guinea, Admirvalty wnl  Bis-
marck groups, and to Japan the
Carolinas and the Marshuall Tilands

Australin and New Zealund are
contending vigorously for the carry-
ing out of this treaty, supporied by
British South Africa, which is de-
manding, In addition, the German
Southwest African dominions.

The attitude of the dominion= un-
doubtedly i« embarrassing to
Premier Liloyd George, but he is
cempelled to support them. Franee
i= egging on the British dominions,
because recognition of the Pacifie
war treaty would be a precedent
